Palestinians wishing to obtain im-

Moves have also been made to cut 
the influx of PLO funds to support 
the Palestinian protests.

Sheshinski team raps 
Treasury for‘no’ to

Members of the Sheshinski com- 
nittee on income tax reform yester- 
jay sharply criticized the unofficial 
innouncement by the Treasury that 
it would not implement their recom- 
mendation to tax capital gains in the 
stock ex = : 

Some of the members said they 
were “deeply disappointed” by the 
attitude caken by Deputy Finance 
Minister Adi Amorai and Treasury 
Director-General Victor Medina, 
who rejected the recommendation 
immediately after the committee's 
report was published on Tuesday. 

Ephraim Sadka, one of the com- 
mittee members, said that he could 
not understand how taxing capital 
gains could harm economic develop- 
ment, and maintained that taxing 
earnings from work would sot stunt 
growth. This had been one of the 


arguments put forward by Medina 
and Amorai against the recommen- 
dation to tax capital gains. 

Economics Minister Gad Ya'a- 
cobi yesterday joined his Labour 
Party colleague Amorai and ex- 
pressed marked reservations about 
taxing capital gains. According to 
Ya’acobi, taxing savings was “prob- 
‘lematic."” He said that he was in 
favour of reducing taxes on lower~ 
and middle-income groups but that 
he wanted to study carefully the is- 
sue of taxes on saving schemes and 
provident funds. . 

The Tel Aviv Stock Exchange re- 
acted cheerfully to the news about 
the Treasury's reaction to the rec- 
ommendation to tax capital gains. 
The number of stocks posting ad- 
vances numbered 359, compared 
with a mere seven declines, as trad- 
ing volume soared to NIS 16.5 mil-

Israel directs arbiter’s sights on-Taba

EILAT -- Israel pinned its hopes 
yesterday on two high-powered, 
double-barrelled telescopes trained 
on a red and white metal rod which 
marks point 90 on the Epyptian-Is- 
rae] border, on a hill overlooking

Through telescopic sights, 
raeli officials hoped to make an im- 
portant point with the five interna- 
tional arbitrators who' came to Taba 
yesterday. ‘A 1906 Ottoman-Egyp- 
tian agreement states that all border 
points between Palestine and 
must be “intervisible.” Point 90 is 
clearly seen from the points where 
Israel claims the border should run. 
Itis hidden from view when gazed at 
from the point claimed by the Egyp- 
tians to be the border. 

Of course, the Taba dispute is not 
all that simple. Both Israel and 
Egypt have already submitted thou- 
sands of pages of documents, trea- 
ties, testimonies and precedents to 
buttress their respective 1688] 
claims. But Foreign Ministry legal 
adviser Robbie Sabel stated with 
confidence yesterday that “anyone 
who comes to the aréa must be im- 
pressed with the strength of the Is- 
raeli claims.” 


The five arbitrators -- Gunnar La- 
gergen of Sweden, Dietrich 
Schindler of Switzerland, Pierre 
Bellet of France, Hamed Sultan of 
Egypt and Ruth Lapidoth of Israel - 
crossed over into Taba yesterday at 
noontime, after a two-hoor bus ride 
from Sharm a-Sheikh, where they 
spent the night at the newly-opened 
Hilton Hotel. 

The five — whose median age is in 
the septvagenarian range — were 
taken by a helicopter of the Multina- 
tiona) Force and Observers (MFP) 
to get a bird's-eye view of the dis- 
puted 1.2 square kilometre area. 
Other, larger areas at 14 points 
along the border are also disputed. 

While Israel stressed the “intervi- 
sibility” factor, the Egyptians 
wished to show the arbitrators rem- 
nants of mandatory pillars which 
were placed at the points which they 
claim should be the border. 

The helicopter ride was utilized 
by Israel to show = from a point 
above the sea - that the border 
should run, in the words of the 1906 
agreement “to the point of Ras 
Taba on the coast.” The MFO heli- 
copter pilot refrained from landing 
at several points along the disputed 
area at Ras al-Nakeb north of Taba 
because of difficult and sometimes 


tisky weather conditions. But the. 
prize is Taba, an area which can be 
thoroughly toured on a leisurely 10- 
minute stroll. 

The distinguished visitors had re- 
jected suggestions that the night in 
Taba be spent at the lavish Avia 
Sonesta Hotel. This might compro- 
mise their position, they said.

Higgins, commander of the United 
Nations Truce Supervision Organi- 
zation's observer proup in Lebanon. 

In Washington, the White House 
warned kidnappers in Lebanon 
against harming Higgins and said 
U.S. personnel will continue work- 
ing for the UN observer group in the 
Middle East. 

President Ronald Reagan was at 
his California ranch when he was 
informed of the incident and told 
reporters as he Jeft for Washington 
he was “trying to learn more about 


But a White House spokesman, 
Roman Popadiuk, said of the re- 
ported abduction of Higgins: “We 
hold the kidnappers responsible for 


Reports from Lebanon suggested 
that Higgins, a member of the U.S. 
Marine Corps, had been snatched 
by an extremist Shi'ite organization, 
usually a reference to the radical 
Tranian-backed Hizbullah. 

The reports did not, however, 
rale ovt the possibility that he was 
taken by Palestinians. 

The fact that Higgins is an Ameri- 
can has given rise to speculation that 
his abduction may be connected

Two other Untso officers, who 
had also attended the meeting, were 
in a car in front. ‘‘The two vehicles 
were about six kilometres south of 
Tyre when the officers in the leading, 
car lost eye contact with the station 
wagon because of a curve in the 
road,” said Goksel. 

“When they realized that the sec- 
ond vehicle wasn't following, they 
tummed back and found the station 
wagon abandoned on the side of the 
road with no sign of Lt. Col. Hig- 
gins,” said Goksel. 

The incident happened along the 
coastal road. not far from the Ra- 
shediyeh Palestinian refugee camp, 
south of Tyre. 


Goksel said that within minutes of 
the alarm being raised, all Unifil 
troops in the region set up road- 
blocks and widespread searches 
were instituted with the aid of two 
Unifil helicopters. 

Amal militiamen also established 
checkpoints and carried out their 
own searches, but without results. 

A villager from the region later 
reported that he had seen two 
armed men, driving a brown Volvo, 
stop the station wagon and force the 
driver into their car. No other wit- 
nesses had come forward by last

Seven Christian militiamen

Four of the attackers were con- 
firmed killed in the gunbattle, al- 
though reports from Beirut said 10 
Hizbullah men had died. 


The clash occurred near the vil-~ 
lage of Rimat, some 12 kms. north 
of the security zone in South Leba-~ 
non. Two squads of Hizbullah gun- 
men, who had taken up positions 
behind an embankment, opened fire 
as a motorized patrol of militiamen 
from the Christian towaship of Jez- 
zine was passing.

The survivors fought back and re- 
inforcements were sent to the scene. 
They chased the attackers, who fled 
towards Falous village, 3 km. west- 
of Rimat, leaving behind four bod- 
jes, Reports in the Lebanese media 
said 10 members of the Islamic Re- 
sistance, the military arm of the Hiz- 
bulla, were killed in the operation. 

Sources in the region said it was 
probable that the Hizbullah had 
Switched its attention to the Chris- 
tian militia after failing in recent 
concerted attacks against South 
Lebanese Amny positions inside the 
security zone.

Oslo’s envoy apologizes 
for remark on IDF policy

Norwegian ambassador Torleiv 
Anda yesterday expressed contri- 
tion for his statement.in Haifa on 
Tuesday comparing the IDF's policy 
of beatings for Palestinian rioters in 
the territories to what the Germans 
did in oceupied Norway during 
World War II. 


He voiced his regrets to Foreign 
Ministry Political Director-General 
Yossi Beilin, who had summoned 
him to Jerusalem to protest 
the comparison and to demand a 
retraction. 

Anda told Beilin he had not in- 
tended to draw such a comparison. 
He said he was sorry his words had 
caused great embarrassment, and 
claimed that journalists had misun- 
derstood him. He said he hoped the 
incident would not damage friendly 
relations between Norway and Isra- 
el, according to a Foreign Ministry 
statement. 

Anda told reporters after seeing 


Beilin that his words in Haifa had 
been distorted because of ' language 
problems. “ “Yes, I retract,” he said, 

“and I am glad to have the opportu- 
nity of clarifying the matter. I only 
said the media in Norway bane 
harmed Israel's image.” 

Yad Vashem chairman Yitzhak 
Arad sent a telegram to Anda yes- 
terday inviting him to visit the insti- 
tution if he sought to understand the 
difference between what the Nazis 
did in Norway and the IDF was do- 
ing in the territories.

LONDON (AP) ~ Home Secretary 
Douglas Hurd told Parliament on 
Tuesday night that special police 
powers to fight terrorism in North- 
ern Ireland will become part of per- 
manent British law. The move is 
expected to further strain relations 
between London and Dublin. 

Hurd told the House: “The new 
{Prevention of Terrorism) act will 
have no limit on its time span.” The 
act empowers police to detain ter- 
rorist suspects without charge for up 
to seven days, without having to in- 
form anyone or bring them before a 
court, and to ban suspects from 
Northern Ireland from entering 
mainiand Britain. P 

The act was passed as a temporary 
measure after the Irish Republican 
Army bombed two pubs in the cen- 
tral England city of Birmingham, 
killing 21 people, in 1974. 

The move announced in the Com- 
mons means that when the new act 
comes into operation, Parliament 
will no longer have to renew the 
1974 Prevention of Terrorism Act 
once every five years as required at 
present to keep it on the statute 
book. But-Hurd said that as with the- 


1974 ect specific powers of the new 


Lt. Rueben Grijalva, who led ef- 
forts to negotiate with the gunman, 
said Farley told him he had invaded 
the building to wreck equipment. 

ESL, or Electro-magnetic Science 
Lab, a subsidiary of TRW Inc.. spe- 
cializes in electronic warfare sys- 
tems for the Navy, most of them 
highly classified.

Black was wounded in the shou]- 
der, police said. She was listed in 


stable condition at Stanford Univer- 
sity Medical Center after surgery. 
Farley had worked at ESL as a 
computer software technician be- 
fore he was fired two years ago after 
complaints that he sexually harassed 
Black and other female employees. 
_Farley, who lived by himself in a 
dilapidated bungalow, allegedly fol- 
lowed Black over four years, and 
Black had tried to obtain a restrain- 
ing order to keep him away, Lt. 
Tom Moore said.

MOSCOW (AP) - Fire broke ont in 
an unoccupied residential section of 
the U.S. Embassy in Moscow yes- 
terday, forcing evacuation of the 
building but causing no injuries. 

Soviet fire-fighters were sum- 
moned to the scene in mid-after- 
noon and were escorted by U.S. 
Marine guards into the embassy 
compound to extinguish the flames 
that leapt from windows on the fifth 
floor. The blaze apparently began in 
an unoccupied section of the aging 
10-storey building in an area under- 
going renovation. 

The buijding. leased to the U.S. 
by the Soviet government since the 
1950s, was to have been replaced by 
a new diplomatic complex, but the 
new embassy building at the centre 
of that complex remains vacant and 
unfinished following the discovery 
that it was riddled with Soviet eaves- 
dropping devices. 

The blaze occurred in a section of 
the building that had housed civilian 
workers and members of a U.S. 
Navy construction battalion, also 
known as Navy Seabees, brought to 
Moscow on temporary assignment. 
But a spokesman said that the cor- 
her room where the fire broke out 
was not being occupied at the time.

Islamic seminary gets recognition

The first Islamic seminary ever to 
be established inside the Green Line 
was awarded official recognition 
yesterday by the Ministry of 
Education. 

The ambitious project involves 
the construction of a $1 million pri- 
vately funded seminary in Baka al- 
Gharbiya. east of Hadera. It will 
eventually serve about 400 students 
annually. Teachers from Egypt's re- 
nowned al-Azhar University will 
Staff the institution in a cooperative 
arrangement being worked out with 
the Egyptian Embassy. The Minis- 
try of Education will donate 500 
books to the seminary library. 

The seminary is being founded by 
a Sufi sect of Moslems prominent in 
Baka al-Gharbiya. The group, 
which is sometimes likened to Hassi- 
dism, is devoted to achieving reli- 
gious ecstasy through mysticism and 
meditation, and to community 
works. 

Speaking to reporters, Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon sharply re- 
proved Tehiya MK Geula Cohen for 
opposing the project in the Knesset 
yesterday. She claimed that it would 
encourage Moslem extremism and 


nationalist feeling.

The first judgment of the court was given by Justice Meir 
Shamgar.

The respondents stated that although they had weighed careful- 
ly all the arguments in favour of a right of appeal, they had 
decided not to introduce such a right. Their reason was the 
practical necessity of making the war against terrorism more 
effective, and shortening and simplifying legal proceedings. They 
also stressed the vital importance of courts martial in strengthen- 
ing the army in its task. 

_ They denied that there had been any infringement of interna- 
tional law, and argued that the court would not interfere in 
legislation of the principal legislature -- in this case the Military 
Commander — as distinct from subsidiary legislation. They also 
contended that in considering primary legislation, the question of 
reasonableness did not arise. ᾿

THE PRESIDENT went on to consider whether a right of appeal 
was one of the basic rights in a democratic regime which existed 
independently of legislation. After reviewing Israeli, English and 
American authorities, his conclusion was that such a right had to 
be provided for specifically by statute. 

The ied view in England was that “the creation of a right 
of appeal is an act which requires legislative authority. Neither the 
inferior nor the superior tibunal nor both combined can create 
such a right.” 

In the United States, too, “Appeal has not been held to be a 
matter of constitutional right under the due process clause, but in 
all jurisdictions, appellate review is generally available in some 
form from the judgments of trial courts.” 

Quoting from the Yale Law Journal, Justice Shamgar also 
noted, that, “in modern continental countries, the right of appeal 
is usually elevated to the constitutional level.” 

In Israel, too, he pointed out, the right of appeal, in the 
framework of the ordinary courts, is recognized by statute in 
section 17 of the Basic Law; the Judicature. 


er was not acting under local law, but under Public International

IN REGARD to Article 66 of the Fourth Geneva Convention of 
1949, Justice Shamgar held that this provision did not mean that 
an occupying ‘was Tequired to create a1 appellate system of 
occupation courts. but provided where they should sit if they do 
exist. He relied for this conclusion on various authorities, includ- 


provided that “where the laws applied by the court make no 
provision for appeals, the convicted person shall have the right to 
petitio.. against the finding and sentence to the competent author- 
ity of the occupying power.” Section 43 of the Respondents’ 
Ohder now anacked made specific provision for such a penton, in 
this connection, the President referred to the English Manual of 
Military Law, edited by Sir Hersch Lauterpacht, and to the Legal 
Guide το the American Army on the Law of Land Warfare, both of

DEALING WITH the situation under public international law, 
Justice Shampar held that section 14(5) of the International Cove- 
nant on Political and Civil Rights could not assist the petitioners. 
Israel had not adopted that Covenant and, in any case, it could not 
be regarded at this stage as part of customary international law. 
Moreover, section 4(I) of the Covenant provided specifically: ‘In 
time of public emergency which threatens the life of the nation and 
the existence of which is officially proclaimed, the states parties to 
the present covenant may take measures derogating from their 
obligations under the present Covenant to the extent strictly 
required by the exigencies of the situation...” 

Indeed, in dealing with a case relating to Ireland, the European 
Court of Human Rights had recognized the existence of a “public 
emergency threatening the life of the nation” on the basis of “the 
situation in that country in 1956-57." 

Article 43 of The Hague Regulations of 1907, Justice Shamgar 
continued, did not oblige Israel to institute the right of appeal 
claimed by the petitioners. The duty of the occupying power under 
that article to respect “the laws in force in the country” referred to 
the laws applied by the normal civilian courts in civil and criminal 
cases, and not to those applied in a system of military courts 
established by the occupying power. 

Ao example of the application of Article 43 was an order by the 
military commander of Judea and Samaria replacing the right of 
appeal to the Court of Cassation in Amman which existed in those 
areas, and which obviously could not be exercised under the 
occupation. In establishing military courts, the military command- 


which make it clear that there is no right of appeal to a court, and 
that a right of petition to the competent authority is sufficient. 


The result was, said Justice Shamgar, that there was no provi- 
sion in conventional international law requiring the establishment 


of courts of appeal. 


IN REGARD TO customary law, he continued, the authority 
Kelsen bad pointed out that the acceptance of a custom as part of 
the law depended on its being recognized by a decisive majority of 
states. This had not been proved, and in this regard Kelsen wrote: 

“If there is no norm of conventional or customary international 
Jaw imposing upon the state... the obligation to behave in a certain 
way, the state is under international Jaw free to behave as it 
pleases; and by a decision to this effect. existing international law 
ts applied to the case.” . ᾿ 

The arguments of the petitioners based upon international law, 
therefore, failed. 


The question of reasonableness did not enter into the matter, 
the President said. Moreover, it was well known that the High 
Court of Justice did not intervene in matters in which its decision 
would be purely academic, as in the present case. For the above 
reasons, therefore, the petition should be dismissed. 


DESPITE HIS decision on the law, Justice Shamgar continued, he 
was strongly of opinion that the right of appeal should be intro- 
duced in the administered territories, even if restricted to legal 
points. Dealing at length relating to that right, he stressed that it

Its inclusion in legal procedures in the territories would onl 
strengthen the administration of justice in these areas. J 

It was perhaps understan able that the introduction of an 
appeal procedure immediately after the occupation would have 
been difficult; but more than 20 years had elapsed since then, and 
the authorities should now act to bring such procedures into 
conformity with those existing in Israel itself. 

As the Supreme Court had once stressed, “Life does not stand 
still, and no power, whether an occupier or not, fulfils its duty if it 
‘freezes’ its legislation, and fails to advance it with the times.” 

The respondents had stressed the importance of the war on 
terrorism, and the necessity of expediting legal proceedings. This 
was certainly an important consideration, but he saw no conflict 
with the military effort. Moreover, he rejected the concept that 
everything had to be sacrificed on the altar of saving time. Legal 
procedures served a basic purpose: the doing of justice and 
ensuring that justice be seen to be done. The power, effectiveness 
and influence of legal proceedings are not measured only by the 
element of speed. A legal proceeding should be completed within 
a reasonable time, but it is not a race inst time. 

Justice Shamgar sugpested, therefore, that the respondents 
adopt the approach which he now recommended. 


JUSTICE DOV LEVIN concurred. Having regard to the length 
of time since the occupation, and the common features of life in 
the territories and Israel itself, it was entirely unreasonable, he 
said, to apply different legal procedures in the territories from 
those applied in Israel. ᾿ 

There was no reason at all why a person accused of terrorist 
activity in, for example, Kfar Sava, should have a right of appeal 
which would be denied to a terrorist in Kalkilya. It was impera- 
tive, therefore, that this question be urgently reconsidered by thé 
authorities concerned. ἢ 


JUSTICE ELIEZER GOLDBERG agreed with his colleagues. It 
was accepted in the U.S. that: “Review procedure is not 4 
necessary part of a legal system, required by due process, nor is 
the right of appeal an inherent or inalienable right.” ' 

Moreover, as had beer pointed out by Prof. Menahem Elon, 
such a procedure did not exist under the Halacha and, indeed, the 
establishment of the Rabbinical Court of Appeals in Israel had

Nevertheless, and with due regard to the military considerations 
advanced by the respondents, he agreed that an appeal system 
should be introduced in the territories.

KUWAIT (Reuter) -- Aggressi 
but conservative. discreet yet not 
afraid to cause waves, Kuwait's fund 
managers have launched a bargain- 
basement buying spree on de- 
pressed world stock markets. 


While stunned investors switched 
from shares into bends and cash af- 
ter Jast October's Black Monday 
crash, the oil-rich Gulf emirate 
seized the chance to buy into West- 
ern firms, including ἃ controversial 
stake in British Petroleum. 


With up to $5 billion in fresh 
funds to invest in its current finan- 
cial year, the Kuwait Investment 
Authority (KIA) has emerged as a 
major player on world stock mar- 
kets. Bankers estimate KLA has up 
to 550. in new funds to invest in the 
current fiscal year which ends ia 
June. 

“This is the time to allocate much 
fresh money to big companies in the 
industrial world in addition to some 
proportion to bonds and other secu- 
tities,” said Khalid Abu Saud, fi- 
nancial adviser to the emir of Ku- 
wait Sheikh Jaber al-Ahmed al- 
Sabah.

Ouestions new 


A reader from Toronto, $. Cohen, recently posed a 
number of tax-related questions concerning new Imm 
ts. Although many of them have been addressed 
fore in this column, it is worthwhile to examine these 
issues again. ; 

Will Israel tax the old-age pension of a retired couple 
from Canada immigrating to Israel, assuming they have 
πὸ investments aside from bank deposits? ᾿ ᾿ 

Generally speaking, income received by new immmi- 

ts from. overseas during their first seven years in 
Israel is exempt from income tax, but at the discretion of 
the income tax commissioner. The Canada-Israel Dou- 
ble Tax Convention provides that if the recipient of the 
pension is liable to tax on any income in his place of 
residence then the country from which his pension is 
paid will not levy income tax on it. 

It is important to point out that new immigrants may 
greatly reduce their tax burden on pension wcome 
during the first seven vears in Israel. subject ta special 
approval from the income tax authorities. Therefore, 
the answer really is that if you elect to pay taxes in 
Canada you are not liable to income tax in Israel on the 
pension. If you pay Israeli taxes on your pension in- 
come, for the first seven years at least. these taxes will 
be minimal. 


Generally speaking a new 
immigrant will not be re- 
quired to submit an annual 
tax return. 


Are new i required to submit an annual 
income tax report even if they ere exempt from income 
tax? 

Self-employed taxpayers ahd certain categories of 
salaried taxpayers are required to submit annual tax 
returns based on their level of income or the fact that 
they have more than one place of employment. Aside 
from these, generally speaking a new immigrant will not 
be required to submit an imcome tax return unless 
specificially requested to do so by the tax authorities. A 
case in point is where special application is made for a 
minimum or reduced tax rate on pension received from 
abroad, in which case the tax authorities will usually 
require that income tax returns be submitted every year. 

Are new immigrants legally allowed to keep their de- 
posits overseas? For how many years? And if they trans- 
fer some money after immigrating, is there any tax, or 
any other implications involved? © 

According to foreign exchange-control regulations, a 
new immigrant may refrain from transferring assets held 
overseas to Israel for a period of 30 years, up from 20. 
Any subsequent transfer of money or assets from over- 
seas constitutes, in effect, a transfer of capital and not 
receipt of income as indicated above and, therefore, will 
not have any income tax implications. However, any 
capital gain made on assets held overseas after the first 
seven years in Israel will be liable to tax in Israel even 
when the proceeds of the gain are not received here. I 
am not aware of any other implications but it would be 
prudent to ensure that the relevant documents of trans- 
fer are maintained for any future enquiries. 

Are retired new immigrants who will not be working 
Israel be required to submit an asset declaration? If so, on 
what and for what purpose?

The status of non-profit organizations, which are ex- 
empt from income tax and VAT, generally entitles their 
donors to a-special tax credit, granted by the income tax 
authorities in conjunction with the VAT authorities. It is 
usually granted after sumitting an application. which 
includes the charter of the institution, details of the 
operation and certain documentation from the VAT aid 
income tax offices. 

However, it is important to note that the institution 
itself must have no profit-making purposes. It would 
seem from your short letter that while the funds are put 
to use solely for the purposes of the Friends of Bikur 
Holim Hospital, the shop itself,.by its very nature. is in 
fact a business enterprise. There are court cases over the 
years that have stressed that the business nature of an 
operation is not lost merely by virtue of the purpose to 
which the funds are put. : 

In this case (and I state this cautiously as this is based 
merely on information in your letter) it would appear 
that the shop, like any other shop, is a business enter- 
prise and, therefore, liable to regular income tax and 
VAT. Other activities of your asssociation may well be 
of a non-profit nature and you may, therefore, give

Finally, it should be noted that even non-profit insti- 
tutions are liable to a special VAT on salaries at a rate of 
6.25 per cent. .

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Too hot for Nissim 


DEVISE a tax reform that would equalize the country's tax 
burden while increasing work motivation and productivity: 
that, in effect, was the challenge thrown by the finance minis- 
ter, Moshe Nissim, last June to a committee of tax experts 
chaired by the Hebrew University’s Eitan Sheshinski. Now the 
Sheshinski Committee, as it has come to be called, has pro- . 
duced its report, complete with recommendations, and it is all 
too clear that this is not the product so eagerly awaited by the 
finance minister. 2 

Mr. Nissim’s original purpose was to use the committee as a 
shield with which to fend off criticism of his plan to cut income 
tax down to 45 per cent, the current maximum rate. 

By fussing over the report for rather more than the expected 
four months, the committee turned out to be of very little 
political use to Mr. Nissim. 11 may, in fact, be of no political 
use to him at all, especially in an election year. Mr. Nissim is 
rightly esteemed for his adherence to economic principles. But 
these principles held capital to be the one true source of 
wealth, and make light of the contribution of human labour. 
The economic world view of the tax-reform committee tuned 
out to be of a rather different kind. 

Before stepping into the breach, the committee members 
were warned that no government resources were to be avail- 
able for a revised tax system. Taking the warning seriously, 
and finding that the top earning decile takes 40 per cent of all 
tax exemptions, the Sheshinski Committee recommended that 
the tax burden be shifted from the low and middle to the 

igher income groups in Israeli society. 

ad has not ea to Mr. Nissim’s taste at ail, as indicated by 
the thunderous silence with which he greeted publication of 
the committee's report. The Liberal finance minister left it to 
the Treasury's director-general, Victor Medina, and to his 
Labourite deputy, Adie) Amorai, to voice public objection to 
what is doubtless most anathema to him in the report: the 
purported 25 per cent tax on capital gains. 

Though unfazed by the taxing of children’s allowances, Mr. 
Nissim is apparently discomfited by the suggestion that Israel 
at long last follow the example of all capitalist economies by 
taxing stock-exchange profits. 

Such taxation, it is contended,.would destroy the bourse as a 
capital-recruiting instrument and end all hope of economic 
growth for Israel. The absurdity of the argument was pointed 
out by several committee members, who reminded the leaders 
of the Treasury that it is the oppressive weight of government 
intervention in financial markets that hobbles investment and 
initiative. : 

In calling for a capital gains tax, the Sheshinski Committee 
does not make an exception. On the contrary, it proposes 
abolition, in one fell swoop, of virtually all special exemptions, 
like Keren hishtalmut. This would hurt the working middle- 
class membership of the Histadrut. But the committee offers 
to.make up for the loss of such privileges by stretching income 
tax brackets upward. This would raise workers’ net income, 
and thus their willingness to work harder and produce more. 

The Histadrut's secretary-general, Yisrael Kessar, has wise- 
ly refrained from attacking the tax committee’s recommenda- 
tions. The recommendations are not above criticism, yet the 
wisest course for the labour federation would be to embrace 
the recommendations, and Jet Mr. Nissim explain, if he can, 
his opposition, in an election year, to the soundest recipe for 
tax reform yet suggested in this country. 


Invidious comparisons 


BREAKING the bones of Arab civilians, however disorderly, 
has never been the IDF's favourite method of riot-control in 
the occupied territories.

Unfortunately, Mr. Rabin’s orders seem to have been inter- 
preted by some officers, and soldiers, as an invitation to simply 
break Palestinian bones. : 

That interpretation was wholly groundless, the defence min- 
ister assured the Knesset on Tuesday. He used the occasion to 


also voice outrage over the attempt by a number of soldiers to © 


bury some Arab boys under a pile of sand. He promised not to 
spare the culprits. The opportunity Mr. Rabin missed was to 
offer, or pledge to offer, a clarification of his orders in the light 
of recent experience. So that no-one could mistake manifestly 
illegal exceptions for legal norms. 

Chances, however, are that, even if he did so, the minister, 
and Israel, would not escape censure by some people abroad. 
These people evidently include the friendly Norwegians, who 
are said to draw an invidious comparison between the conduct 
of the Germans in their land during World War H, and Israel's 
recent behaviour in the territories. That, at any rate, is what 
Israel newsmen were told by Norway’s ambassador to this 
country, Torleiv Anda, this week. 

Once his remarks were published, Ambassador Anda, a 
former inmate of Buchenwald, hastened to explain that he had 
been misunderstood. But his statement to the press, as repro- 
duced in the Post, speaks for itself. What the Germans had 
done in Norway, including the beating and torturing of prison- 
ers and suspects, was very bad, the ambassador said. But not, 


to the mind of Norwegians, as bad as what the Israelis had . 


lately been doing, breaking people’s arms and legs. 

The Norwegian.ambassador, it must be admitted, has a 
point. Exceptions apart, the occupying Germans behaved 
rather nicely im Norway - towards people who collaborated 
with them, who threw no stones or petrol bombs at them, who 
did not block their roads, and who were not Jewish. In other 
words, towards the vast majority of Norwegians. It was not the 
Germans’ fault that most Norwegians did not opt for torture, 
death, or Buchenwald. : 


Trusteeship for the 
national interest | 


THIS IS the interim period. It will 
continue until the elections in No- 
vember. During this period, we shall 
be seeking interim solutions for the 
problem of the territories, which 
cannot be put off. 

Countries deal with situations like 
this by putting politics aside. This 
can be done by a broad coalition, in 
which politics are neutralized. or by 
a narrow, caretaker government, in 
which politics are suspended. In- 
stead, we have a broad coalition in 
which government is neutralized 
and an interim, caretaker govern- 
ment in which decisions are sus- 
pended. Everthing is put aside, ex- 
cept politics. 

‘When the American emissary, 
Richard Murphy, comes to Jerusa- 
lem, he has to hold two separate 
meetings -- one with Prime Minister 
Shamir and a second one with For- 
eign Minister Peres. Instead of a 
government of national unity, there 
is jnstitutionalized disunity. If there 
were direct negotiations with the 
Jordanians, there would have to be 
two sets of negotiations — one with 
Shamir and one with Peres. If there 
were an international conference, it 
would have to hold double sessions. 

It isn’t Hussein who needs an um- 
brella. It is Shamir and Peres. Na- 
tional unity government has proved 
to be an ineffective gimmick. when 
it comes to the things that really 
matter. If the political process is in- 
capable of providing a solution, the 
time has come to consider an ex- 
traordinary step. 

This should be 8 step outside the 
political process itself. The idea is 
that there must be a trusteeship for 
the national interest until the No- 
vember elections. The issue of the 
interim arrangement for the terri-

tories must be dealt with outside the 
political process by being entrusted 
to an individual whose future does 
not depend on the electoral 
outcome. 


THE WHOLE thrust of the Ameri- 
can proposals is to put off the crucial 
decisions of a permanent nature un- 
til after the Israeli elections. Until 
then, we have to try to make ar- 
rangements that permit the parties 
to live with the problem, not to 
solve it. 

Eventually. the politicians will 
have to come up with solutions. 
Meanwhile, their greatest contribu- 
tion would be to remove themselve: 
from the field of action. The coming 


President Herzog is an obvious 
possibility. His candidacy for a sec- 
ond term of office has the support of 
both major political parties. While 
his roots are in one of the camps, he 
has consistently dealt with issues of 
high national interest from a dis- 
tinctly non-partisan perspective. 

While some of his actions are 
hardly above criticism ~ such as the 
pardons in the General Security Ser- 
vices affair — there has never been ἃ 


suspicion of partisanship connected 
with the performance of his presi- 
dentiat role. He has both military 
and diplomatic experience, includ- 
ing service as Israel's first military 
governor of Judea and Samaria. 

The Supreme Court is the other 
obvious source for a trustee for the 
interim arrangements in the territo- 
ries for the pre-elections interim pe- 
riod. Two candidates come to mind 
— the court’s president, Justice Meir 
Shamgar and Justice Aharon Barak, 
who will succeed Shamgar in that 
post when the latter retires. — 

Both have relevant experience: 
Shaimgar in his military role and Ba- 
tak as a member of Israel's delega- 
tion to the Camp David negotations. 
In their service as attorney-general, 
which preceded their elevation to 
the bench, both had extensive con- 
tact with the problems of the occu- 
pied areas. In their judicial roles, 
both have made outstanding records 
in the support of basic human rights. 

The young American republic uti- 
lized the services of its chief justice, 
John Jay. for a critical diplomatic 
task, negotiating a crucial treaty 
with Great Britain, which, in the 
words of the diplomatic historian, 
Samuel Bemis, assured “the perpet- 
uation of the newly consolidated 
American nationality.” Since then, 
other American justices have under- 
taken assignments in the interna- 
tional arena, as a recognized part of 
their extra-judicial activities. 

The only way the problem of the 
interim arrangeronet diplomacy can 
be handled in this pre-election peri- 
od is to depoliticize it. This is not an 
ideal solution. It is simply the only 
solution available.

Let’s build a hospital, 
not another monument 


ISRAEL IS once again surging 
ahead into the forefront of medical 
care, this time by virtue of its newly 
men Children’s Medical Centre. 

¢ plan became a reality recently 
when Dr. Philip Lanzkowsky  ar- 
rived to arrange the details for’ its 
execution. Philanthropist Irving 
Schneider has underwritten the pro- 
ject to insure that it will, indeed, not 
just remain another topic for 

ion. 

The centre will be carefully 
planned from the ground up: Its 
size, furnishings, colour schemes 
and functional properties will be de- 
signed for its intended patients. It 
will be patterned after several such 
institutions in the United States, in- 
cluding the one Dr. Lanzkowsky is 
identified with at the Long Island 
Jewish Medical Centre. 

As precedents for such facilities 
do exist, their design has been tried, 
adjusted and moulded, and good re- 
sults have been obtained. But that is 
in the United States where coustruc- 
tion is some 40 years ahead of ours. 

Can we locally execute arid, more 
importantly, maintain such ἃ facility 
that is physically commensurate 
with its concept? The answer is 
probably not. Such thoughts must 
have occurred to the team that has 
been chosen to develop and plan the 
new institution. They did try to 
avoid previous mistakes by using an 
American architect (albeit with lo- 
cal collaboration) and an American
